Consider dressing up as a sign of 
respect: After all, if the musicians 
arc in taxes and gowns, die least 
you can do is iron those' khakis 
and wear something better than 
sneakers. 

■ As with any situation in which

Italy’s Marco 
Pantani retained the yellow jer- 
sey, Bobby Julich of the United 
States was second, and last year’s 
winner, Jan Ullrich of Germany, 
was third. 

Before Thursday s start, there 
was uncertainty as to whether the 
race would go on. Many riders,, 
angered at the growing investiga- 
tion, had threatened to .pull out 
entirely. But in the end,* 103 of 
them left the French Alpine town 
of Aix-Ies-Bains for a 13Sand-one- 
half-mile ride through stunning 
countryside to NeuchateL 

Shortly before midnight 
Wednesday, police in Chambery, 
France, near Aix-les-Bains, 
detained rider Rodolfo Mossi of 
the Casino team. They found 
banned drugs in his room, said 
prosecutors in Lille, where the 
probe is centered.
